ONE FOOLS MONEY 
RETURNED TO HIM. 


HEN a fool and his money are 
parted it is seldom that the for- 
mer gets hold of the latter again, 
but one of them had that good fortune 
in Los Angeles yesterday. It is a story 
of the Ascot Park gambling ring. 
Some time ago an “easy one”’—his 
name is J. K. Davidson—blew in from 
Oregon with more money than—well, 
horse sense. He soon made his way to 
the races, as the suckers usually do, 
and cut a wide swath for a week or 
longer, betting $700 or $800 a day. Not 
only did he bet himself, but he handed 
the coin to bootblacks and others to 
wager for him. He did not break the 
“bookies,” so far as can be learned. 
Their money outlasted his, and it is 
said that most of his was soon theirs. 


Among others to whom Davidson 
gave money to bet was Miss Zoe Mau- 
ner—and there begins his tale of woe, 
poured into the sympathetic ears of 
the police yesterday. He claims she put 
it in her stocking or somewhere and 
kept it instead of throwing it away as 
he had intended—and he wanted it 
back. After his talk with the police he 
went to Earl Rogers for consolation and 
counsel. He got both. Rogers sent fo: 
the woman, found that she had $350 
left, conferred with the police, and ar- 
ranged for her to turn the wad over to 
Davidson. The Oregon man signed a 
receipt in full, took the green roll, and 
the incident was closed. Davidson had 
no real claim and there was no charge 


man, evidently a laborer by his cloth- 
ing, jumped from a pile of lumber into 
Stockton Channel at 6 o'clock this 
evening and was drowned. A boatman 
saw the man in the water and rowed 
toward him but the body did not rise. 
The suicide took off his coat and laid 
it on some lumber before leaping to his 
death.
